No Manifestation of Weakness 

The Note goes on to say that all 
these facts testify to the groundless 
ness of the Tupan's reference to 
the alleged fruitless attempts to 
settle controversies, and states that 
the Chinese authorities are evident 
ly inelined to regard the Soviet Gor- 
ernment's policy of peaceful. settle- 
ment of disputes as a manifestion 
of weakness, and have taken a series 
of grossly violent and provocative 
actions against the Soviet Govern 
ment. 

‘The Note adds: “Soviet Russia is 
therefore compelled to remind the 
Chinese that it possesses sufficient 
means to safeguard its lawful rights,

As proof of this he 
referred to the recent speech of 
General Chiang Kai-shek to the 
Journalists of Peking. General 
Chiang Kai-shek pointed out, he 
said, how disappointed he was to 
notice such a lack of topical comment, 
in the Peking and Shanghai papers 
fon the doings of the Government. 
‘As General Chiang warned his 
hearers, however, it must be remem- 
bered that the National Government 
was recently established and there 
were many reactionary elements in 
the country which were aiming to 
overthrow it, Criticism, therefore, 
must be constructive in’ its nature 
‘and the reports published in the 
Press should be substantated by 
facts. Any malicious fabrication or 
deliberate attack on the Government | 
could not be tolerated whether 
published in a foreign or a Chinese 
newspaper.

‘The citizens of the ancient 
and royal city of Edinburgh “dit 
themselves proud” when cele- 
brating the sex-centenary of tho 
granting of the city’s charter by 
the most famous of Scotland's 
monarchs, King Robert the 
Bruce, in'the last week of May 
this year. The granting.of the 
charter was not the beginning 
of Edinburgh's preeminence #3 
the capital of Scotland. In the 
year 1820 the Nobility of Scot- 
Jand addressed a letter to Pope 
John, their “most holy Father 
and Lord,” in which they elaim- 
ed that the Scottish people came 
from Scythia, through the Tus- 
can sea and settled in Spa 
and “having removed from these 
parts about 1,200 years after the 
coming of the Israelites out of 
Egypt" (say 500 B. C.). ‘They 
expelled the Britons, rooted out 
the Picts and took up their re: 
sidence in Scotland where they 
maintained themselves against 
the assaults of the Norwegians, 
Danes and English. They claim- 
ed that in that year of grace 
they could look back on a long 
Tine of 113 Kings all of their 
native stock and that “these 
parts and possessions they had 
always retained free from all 
manner of servitude and sub- 
ction as ancient histories do 
witness.” The purpose of the 
etter was to acquaint his Holl- 
ness that they had suffered from 
the assault and oppression of 
Edward [of England, that 
stark “long-shanks” whose plain 
stone tomb in Westmininstor 
Abbey still bears the significant 
epitaph, “the hammer of Se 
land.” 

‘The letter proceeds to state 
that after being mightily op- 
pressed by the puissant Prince 
Edward of the realm of England 
it had pleased God to give de- 
liverance to Scotland through 
the yalour of its most serene 
Prince and King, Robert, who 
come to the throne by “the 
right of succession, by the law 
and customs of the kingdom’ and 
“by the due and lawful consei 
and assent of all the peopl 
‘To him they pledge their fealiy 
but add the | significant words, 
“But if this Prince shall leave 
these principles we will immo- 
diately endeavour to expel him 
as our onemy and as the sub: 
verter ofthis own and our rights 
and will make another King who 
will defend our liberties.” These 
are brave words coming from 
the people in that age when the 
commons of all lands were vil- 
Teins and serfs of the aristo- 
cracy, But the Scots had bought 
their liberty with blood and 
though the Bruce was the idol 
of the nation, and though he 
claimed to rule by “Divine Pro- 
vidence,” it is yet unequivocally 
stated, in this most solemn docu- 
ment, that if he infringed the 
ights of the people they would 
immediately depose him and 
put another in his place.” 

ruce was. no native born 
Scotsman but neither was he 
English, though he held broad 
lands under the English crow: 
His ancestor, Robert de Bruis, 
was a Norman knight who ac- 
companied the Conqueror to 
England in 1066, But “Norman” 
is really “Northman” and his 
ancestry reaches back to those 
Vikings whose ships appalled

ldeclaration of independence was 
lever made by any people. 
‘There is another sentence in 
this age-worn scroll which is of 
lequal importance with that from 
which we have quoted.

fquestioned arbiter of Europe, 
setting forth his claim to the 
loverlordship of Scotland and 
praying his Holiness to issue 
declaration confirming him i 
Inis claim. And so the Scots say 
to the supreme Pontiff, “But 
if your Holiness shall ‘be too 
leredulous of the English misro- 
presentations nor desist to fa-| 
lvour them to our destruction we 
must believe that the Most High 
will lay to your charge all th:

THE SINO-RUSSIAN CRISIS) 
July 16. 
No other conclusion appears 
possible than that a crisis of 
the gravest kind has arisen be- 
tween China and Soviet Russia. 
Exactly how it has been caused, 
what are the rights and wrongs 
of it, it is impossible to say, not 
only because of the fragmentary 
nows of what has happened, but 
also through " the obviously 
partial and incomplete nature of 
the official statements yet vouch- 
safed. We know that on July 
10 and 11 the Chinese authori- 
ties in Harbin seized the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway, closed up 
all the Soviet trade agencies and 
arrested between a hundred and 
two hundred Russians, inelud- 
ing the general manager and 
other high railway officials. 
Some of these were immediately 
deported, others are apparently 
in gaol in Harbin. The excuse 
has been given that these or- 
‘ganizations were being used for 
Communist propaganda, which 
is probably true but does not 
cover all questions that ai 
from known facts. On the 13th 
‘Moscow delivered an ultimati 
‘as reported yesterday, requiring 
the release of the imprisoned 
Russians and cancellation of 
illegal orders within three days, 
or she will take measures ac- 






























thorities are evidently inclined 
to regard the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s policy of peaceful settle- 
‘ment of disputes as a manifesta- 
tion of weakness:” they must be 
undeceived. It is generally be- 
lieved, and not improbable, that 
Nanking was not informed be-_ 
forehand of what Harbin was 
about to do. But, as the Na- 
tional Government, it has none 
the less to take the respons- 
ibility. 

‘The beginning of trouble was 
the agreement for the joint 
management of the C.E.R. con- 
cluded between Dr. Wellington 
Koo and M. Karakhan in 1924. 
It is generally allowed that the 
Russian managers of the rai!- 
way never acted fairly by that 
agreement, .particularly «in re- 
spect of the engagement of en:- 
ployees, who were supposed to 
be Chinese and Russian in equal 
numbers; the old Russian em 
ployees were turned out and 
persons politically pleasing -to 
the Soviet put in; Chinese 
officials seem to have been re- 
duced to cyphers, During the 
civil wars, this state of affairs 
could not be helped. But by the 
fend of last year the Manchurian 
authorities ‘evidently began to 
show that they felt strong, 
enough to assert themselves. 
‘Thus, in January, there were 
persistent reports that the So- 
viet, in fear of just such a coun 
as has now taken had 
offered to sell its interest in the 
railway to Japan for G. Ris. 
300,000,000. A good deal of. 
circumstantial evidence was 
offered in support of this report, 
but whether the matter was ever 
seriously considered we have no 
knowledge. The intervening 
months have brought to light 
nothing to prepare the world for 
the seizure of the line. What 
part, if any, the raid on the 
‘Soviet Consulate on May 27 last 
played in the game, itis im- 
possible to say. That event 
strained relationships between 
the Chinese Government and the 
Soviet severely, but for the time 
the matter appeared to blow 
over. Two important diaclos- 
ures, however, are now made 
in the Russian ultimatum. The 
Soviet Government say that, on 
February 2 last, they sent a note 
to Mukden proposing to discuss 
all disputes; and that again on 
July U1, while the arrests and 
closings up were going on in 
Harbin, they telegraphed that 
they had authorized M. Sere- 
briakoff to conduct negotiatio 
Both communications, they com- 
plain, remained unanswered. 
‘What is more significant, the 
Russian note of February 2, to 
the best of our recollection, was 
never published by China, 3. 
Serebriakoft’s appointment was 
mentioned yesterday in a Kuo 
Min telegram, but in a manner 
to suggest that Moscow had 
accepted the situation and was 
now willing to treat on the basis 
of it, Which is very far from 
the natural meaning of Moscow's 
latest communication. 

Neither Soviet Russia nor 
China has a good reputation for 
fidelity to agreements. In con- 
nection with the seizure of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway one 
‘cannot but think of the current 
threats, even attributed, but we 
can hatdly imagine truly, to Dr. 
C. T. Wang, that China will 
declare conswlar jurisdiction 
abolished next January, whether 
ithe Powers like it or not. This 
is wild talk. But, combined 
‘with actual events in Harbip it 
does China no good. If the 
Soviet were ready to discuss all 
points at issue last February, 
and if her offer to that effect 
was never answered, if: indeed 
the fact of its having been made 
was never published, Russia's 
case against her is greatly 
aggravated, and, whatever her 
own shortcomings under the 
agreement of 1924, it is un- 
deniably a strong case.

CHINA'S LOAN PROSPECTS: 
+ July 17. 

‘Mr. Thomas W. Lamont select- 
ed an extraordinary time and 
place for his pronouncement 
with regard to China's prospects 
for future loans, The meeting 
of the International Chamber of 
Commerce is one of those now 
increasingly numerous love 
feasts at which everyone praist 
all the others present in the 
hope that all will leave feeling 
cheerful and happy to spread the 
glad tidings of "international 
amity and co-operation. As for 
the time, those who have re- 
turned from New York have 
usually brought with them the 
message that Wall Street would 
await the report of the Kem- 
merer Commission as to China’ 
ability to secure new loans after. 
meeting outstanding obligations, 
Yet, Mr. Lamont did not wait 
for’this report but utilized the 
first opportunity that presented 
itself to make clear to China 
and to the international money 
markets that the enormously 
important American banking 
group of which he is the leader 
is not prepared in’ the present 
circumstances to make loans to 
China. For the national dignity 
of China, it was most fortunate 
that China was represented by 
Mr. Chang Chia-ngau, Managing 
Director of the Bank of China, 
whose reply undoubtedly reflect- 
ed the sound and sober financial 
programme of the Minister of 
Finance, Mr. T. V. Soong, who 
has always, we understand, dis- 
couraged wild-cat suggestions of 
enormous loans abroad at the 
present time. 

‘Mr. Thomas W. Lamont is not 
only a partner in the principal 
Amorican banking firm, J.P. 
Morgan & Co., but he is also the 
head of the International Bank- 
ing Consortium, which wag or- 
ganized at the request of the 
State Department of the United 
‘States. In spité of China's con- 
sistent refusal to do business 
with the Consortium, it has con- 
tinued to exist and until it is 
issolved, none of the constitu- 
ent members can make loans 
to China independently. 

American banking firms inter- 
ested in foreign loans are mem- 
bers of the American Group of 
the Consortium, although Dillon, 
Read & Co. remain outside it. 
This firm, however, is reported 
to be interested in’ the Curtiss- 
Robertson Aviation Agreement 
which is still subject to adj 
ment and the mails which its 
aeroplanes should have been 
carrying since June 1 are ac-

Mr. Lamont’s position 
becomes increasingly important 
when it is realized that, in 1914, 
the United States owed foreign- 
‘ers about G.$4,500,000,000 while 
in 1928 the United States was 
‘a creditor to the extent of $25,- 
000,000,000, inclusive of the war 
debt. Mr, Lamont’s firm's posi- 
tion in the international money 
market, is in no small measure 
due to the change of the United 
States from a debtor‘to a credit- 
or nation. 

‘This change involved a re- 
versal of policy from almost 
complete (aissez-faire to constant 
supervision of foreign loans by 
the State Department. Although 
the American Government, can- 
not prevent a banking house 
from making loans, it has be- 
come the practice of bankers to 
consult the State Department, 
which issued a statement on 
March 8, 1922, defining its posi- 
tion, one paragraph of which 

as follows: 

“The flotation of focign bond 
issues in the Ameriean market is 
‘assuming an increasing — im 
portance and on account of the 
bearing of such operations upon 
the proper conduct of affairs, it 
is hoped that American concerns 
that contemplate making foreign 
Joans will inform the Department 
of State in sdue time of the 
essential facts and of subsequent 
developments of importance. Re- 
sponsible American bankers will 
be competent * to determine 
what information they should 
furnish and when it should be 
supplied.”

Mr, Lamont’s statement at 
Amsterdam may then be regard- 
ed as the official American at 
titude, for it is quite clear from 
the relationship of American 
bankers to the State Department 
that it would not have been 
made without consultation and 
approval, But there is a fur- 
ther factor which cannot be 
ignored; as long as the Con: 
sortium continues to exist, the 
American Government is bound 
to support and sustain it, for 
the Consortium came into exist= 
ence at the invitation of the 
American Government. Mr. 
Lamont was entrusted by th 
American Government to or+ 
ganize and manage the Consor- 
tium and in this connection he 
visited China ten years ago, 

‘There are some, in China, who 
believe that because the ‘Con- 

rtium has been, inactive it, 
has ceased to exist, This is 
an error in fact and has led to 
numerous errors in judgment, 
‘The Consortium may or may not 
be the most suitable organ for 
financing China, but the fact i 
that it continues to exist and 
while it is existent, the principal 
British, French and Japanese 
banking firms are bound by the 
terms of its constitution. ‘This 
makes the borrowing of money 
exceedingly difficult for China, 
as the Consortium will never 
accept terms which are of 
dubious merit and the public 
not likely to purchase bonds 
which the Consortium member 
banks decline to handle. 

Mr. Lamont’s statement then 
is something of a challenge to 
China, “He seems to say to the 
bond ‘purchasing public to be 
ware of Chinese securities. 1. 
also warns China, that although 
there is plenty of money avail- 
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“able for loans, there must be no 
defaulting of outstanding issues. 
holders of Chinese loans; 
WM mphasized, “irrespective of 
nationality, must receive equal 
and fair treatment.” This was, 
if we remember, also the de- 
jon of the Economie Confer- 
ence which offered such great 
promise last summer, It ought 
nof to be a dificult problem for 
Nanking, now that civil wars 
have ceased, to find the funds 
for the adequate amortization of 
outstanding issues. The ane 
nounced payment of the Hi 
kuang Bond coupon is an augur 
of better days to come, but un- 
Jess Nanking faces the problem 
with a will to establish credit 
abroad, there will be no money 
for reconstrfetion, upon which 
alone the future of the Nation- 
alist Government depends.

THE CHINESE REPLY 
TO RUSSIA - 
July 18. 
‘The Russian ultimatum to 
China expired on Tuesday night, 
assuming that the day on which 
the note was handed to the 
Chinese Chargé d’Affaires in 
Moscow was not counted in the 
three days? grace allowed for 
satisfaction of Russia's de- 
mands. ‘There was a delay, due 
to the necessity of translation, 
in the note reaching Nanking; 
but the communication sent 
back by the latter on Tuesday 
evening and published in Shang- 
hai yesterday morning, is dis- 
finetly stated to have been in 
reply to the Soviet ultimatum. 
Diplomatically speaking, it is 
hardly to be called a reply. 
Rathér does it read like an 
elaboration of the first move, 
the seizure of the Chinese East- 
ern Raflway. ‘That act the note 
justifies, partly as a means of 
ary self-protection against 
t propaganda, partly on 
the ground that, as the USSR, 
never observed the 1924 agree- 
ment, there is no violation of 
that agreement on China’s part, 
It is particularly emphasized 
that the two demands regarding 
the treatment of Chinese in 
Russia are not to be regardéd 
‘as counter-temand other 
words, they are part of the 
whole’ policy pre-arranged. Of 
Russia’s demands there appears 
no mention. 


In connection with this note 
the authorized statement by 
General Chiang Kai-shek, re- 
ceived to-day, has a formidable 
sound, Its purpose is. plainly 
two-fold. It is meant to roas- 
sure the Treaty Powers that the 
seizure of the CER. is not to 
be taken as a criterion of 
China's intentions on other in- 
ternational questions. “Our pro- 
gramme of abolishing the un: 
equal treaties”-—although this i 
stated to be the first step in 
China's foreign policy—"will be 
carried out according to .rea- 
sonable and proper procedure. 
“The unequal treaties will never 
be abolished by military force. 
Our strongest force lies in the 
rehabilitation of the country. If 
we want the Powers to respect 
our rights, we must build up a 
strong and efficient contral gov- 
ernment, and bring about peace 
and prosperity throughout the

RUSSIA BREAKS OFF 
RELATIONS 
July 19. 

It was not to be supposed that 
the Soviet would tamely accept’ 
Ching’s reply to its ultimatum. 
In that message it called upon 
China to release the arrested 
Russians and cancel her “illegal 
that is, for the seizure 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
and the closing of various Rus- 
sian organizations. To all in- 
‘tents and purposes the Chinese 
reply ignored these stipulations. 
‘The only allusion to them ap- 
pears in connection with a de-' 
mand that the Soviet will release 
the Chinese merchants said to 
have been imprisoned in Russia 
and assure them the protection 
‘and facilities to which they are 
entitled, If these demands are 
met, China is prepared “at the 
appropriate time to take similar 
measures towards the arrested 
Soviet agents and closed offices.’ 
It would be difficult to find any’ 
allusion in this phrase to the: 
status of the Chinese Eastern’ 
Railway, which indeed by the 
closing paragraph seems to be 
held over for negotiation in 
some indefinit: future, when the 
Chinese Minister to Moscow 
certain investi- 
Such a reply to such 
a demand closes the door to 
further direct discussion. The 
rupture of diplomatic relations. 
as announced to-day was the 
least that could be expected of 
Moscow, 

Does this rupture mean war? 
It is gravely to be feared that 
it does. But the Soviet’s action 
is not necessarily a declaration 
of hostilities. A further formal 
announcement is usual, although 
might unhappily be forestall- 
‘ed by a collision between the 
‘armed forces now gathering on 
the frontier. Thus in 1914, when 
Great Britain failed to get an 
surance out of Germany that 
she would not march through 
Belgium, Germany formally de- 
‘elaved war on Great Britain and 
the latter replied thirty minutes 
later by a similar declaration 
against Germany, ‘The United 
States broke off diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany a cor 
siderable time before she actual 
ly declared war on her. And 
thus we may repeat the old 
adage that while there is life 
there is hope. ‘The difficulty in 
attempting to gauge the outcome 
ig that we are so much in the 
dark as to the true state of tem- 
per on both sides. Nanking has 
kept its own counsel with sing- 
ular success; and this, in con- 
trast with her propaganda raids 
on other countries, is one of the 
‘occasions when Moscow appears 
not to have announced before-' 
hand in its oficial press what it 
means to do. The most danger- 
ous factor in the situation is 
the number of troops assembled 
‘on the frontier. On the Chinese 
side there has been no conceal- 
ment in this respect. Russian 
movements have possibly been’ 
exaggerated, but there appears. 
to be trustworthy evidence of 
considerable massing of troops 
from Baikal to Manchuli. Be- 
‘tween two such opponents and 
in such country the danger of a 
chance but irreparable explosion 
is great. 

There remains the possibility 
that some other Power or 
Powers will intervene with an 
offer of mediation, Rumour had 
it two days ago that the Soviet 
had actually asked the United 
States to do so; but this was

Japan will not stand idly by 
Qefore the risk of a Russian 
invasion of Manchuria, But 
Tokyo has hitherto been notice- 
ably silent as to its attitude and 
intentions. It cannot, however, 
be too ardently wished that an 
effort may be made from outside 
to restore peace before it is too 
late, and, if it is, that it will 
be accepted. What has either 
side to gain by war? Victories 
may be won against Russia, but 
it is almost a maxim that she 
cannot be defeated. China 
might confirm her possession of 
the CER., but it would be done 
at enormous expense, which she 
had never greater cause if pos- 
sible to avoid than now. And 
if the victories should fall to 
Russia's share, what might not 
be the effect on the internal 
condition of this country? In 
any case, what could war mean, 
but the death and crippling of 
unknown numbers of innocent 
people and the devastation of 
large tracts of country? It is 
the universal hope to see the 
‘National Government gradually 
‘consolidating its power, institut- 
ing reform, bringing back pros- 
perity to China, That course 
is certainly not to be hastened, 
and might well be brought to 
utter ruin, by a foreign war, 
With so dreadful a proof of 
what war means as is to-day 
fresh in every mind, no Govern- 
ment need fear loss of face by 
holding back from hostilities 
rather will it gain honour and 
renown for reasonableness and 
humanity. 














RIGHTS AND DUTIES 
July 20. 

More exciting events have 
rather distracted attention from 
the important correspondence 
between the Dean of the Diplo- 
matic Body and Dr. C. 'T. Wang, 
on the future of the Provisional 
Court. On May 8 Dr. Wang 
wrote to Mr. Oudendijk asking 
that discussion of this question 
might be taken up, as the Rendi- 
tion Agreement expires at the 
end of this year, On June 7 Mr. 
Oudendijk replied, saying that 
Dr. Wang’s note had been care- 
fully considered by all the re- 
presentatives of the ‘Treaty 
Powers, although the Chinese 
Foreign Minister had excluded 
‘those whore recently made treé 
with China look to an 
ion of extraterritoriality; 
and that the Ministers were 
agreed that the speediest and 
most satisfactory way of reach- 
ing a decision would be to en- 
trust the matter to a commission 
‘composed of representatives of 
the Shanghai Consular Body and 
of the Chinese Government, who 
would report their conclusions 
to the Diplomatic Body and 
Nanking. In this connection 
‘Mr. Oudendijk recalls that the 
Rendition Agreement .was the 
product of the Consular Body 
and of the Kiangsu Provincial 




















Government. He adds that his 
colleagues wish to state 
that they 


cannot disguise from themselves 
the fact that certain unsatisfactory 
features in the functioning of the 
Court under the said agreement of 
1926 have been due to external 
political and administrative inter- 
ference with its operation and that 
they regard it as essential that 
these external influences should be 
excluded in future, 

The letter ends with a “sincere 
hope that by dealing with the 
matter in this practical way,” a 
final settlement may be reached 
by which “peace may be safe- 
guarded and justice administer- 
ecordance with existing 
rights”—a phrase that needs no 
elaboration—“and international

Court, But his letter goes much 
deeper than that, as shown by 
‘the apparently extraordinary as- 
sel n that the question is “not 
of a local characte The only 
sense in which the Provisional 
Court could be considered as not 
of a local character, and local 
character alore, is in its rela~ 
tion to the whole question of 
extraterritoriality. We have 
been told plainly more than once 
what the Chinese intentions are 

regards the Provisional 
urt, namely, to make it a 
purely Chinese Court of the 
lowest grade, hardly capable of 
dealing —summay with any- 
thing but the most trivial cases. 
If this can be secured, the rights 
of the Municipal Council allud- 
ed to by Mr, Oudendijk are irre- 
parably injured and an import- 
ant step has been gained to- 
wards the abolition of ext 
ritoriality, But if a 
Court is established “in accord- 
ance with existing rights” and 
with due regard for the Coun- 
cil’s lawful position as the 
supreme governing body of 
Shanghai, the total extinction of 
extraterritoriality is indefinitely 
postponed, The Chinese policy 
as regards the Provisional Court 
is designed to eliminate what is 
undoubtedly the most difficult 
point of all in connection w 
extraterritoriality, namely, the 
future status and government of 
Shanghai, 

In this connection we cannot: 
ignore the assertions said to 
have been made by Government 
spokesmen—Dr. Wang is one 
and Mr, Sun Fo another though 
we shguld not give too much 
weight to such rumours of men 
in their position—that China 
will declare extraterritoriality 
abolished at the end of this yenr 
whether the Powers like it or 
not. This rumour has reached 
Japan, where it has made a 
considerable impression on the 
pres The pesition, as it pro- 
bably appears to all Treaty 
Powers, is admirably described 
in the article by Baron Shide- 
hara, the Foreign Minister, of 
which we received a translation 
from our Tokyo correspondent 
yesterday. This article has 
additional importance from the 
fact that Baron Shidehara is 
traditionally friendly to Chin: 
He reminds China that the 
Japanese, when bound in the 
same ‘ritating and objection- 
able fetters” which the Chine: 
naturally resent, “instead o! 
raising a hue and cry against 
foreign nations,” put themselves 
metaphorically to school, “and 
when we were able to show 1) 
Powers that the needed reforms 
had been effectively complete: 
they gladly signed treaties with 
us on an equal footing.” Baron 
Shidchara examines the Chinese 
contention that the “unequal” 
treaties are the barrier to all 
their progress and that “once 
these are removed, a miraci¢ 
would be automatically wrought 
and the millennium would have 
dawned for China.” But he can 
find no ground for this belief

‘The Case of Mr. Char 


‘The letter we publish this morning. 
from a Chinese lawyer cn the ar- 
rest of Mr. “Nick” Char discusses 2 
number of questions of much interest 
‘and whieh undoubtedly arise out of 
the case.

secondary to the main issue and 9) 
attempt to confuse that issue with 
extraneous questions must be allow 
‘ed.

‘The last fow weeks in Kaifeng 
have been very trying. In the 
rst place, the continued dry we 
her, with the scorching, dust-lud 
high winds and the high temper 
tore of the plain area were hai 
in a physical way. ‘Then there was, 
the constant visible testimony of 
the famine conditions of western 
northern districts in the stream 
‘of refugees coming in and passing’ 
through the city. Again, the ne 

pressure of itinerant soldier 
bands for barrack accommodation 
has added greatly to the nervous.

Now, however, the strain has 
‘been eased somewhat. Nanking has 
Jeabled and written to commanders

‘The 
acting Chairman of the Provincial 
Government, Mr. Chang Fang, has. 
reularized the Distriet Magistrates

News has recently reached your 
Committee that, in” company with 
numerous other articles, silk is to be 

ibjected to the care of a Chinese 
Government Inspection Bureau, but 
fn the absence of any definite details 
as to the proposed operation of the 
scheme it is impossible to advance 
fa full criticism. I. might mention, 
however, that it is difficult to! 
vagine'the reason for any com- 
palsory governmenta! inspection or 
Tandling of silk, for exportation, as 
the normal and primary object of 
such bureaux isthe certification of 
food products as fit for human con- 
sumption, or animal matter as free 
from infectious disease. The Gov- 

ment of no country, so far as 1 
equires any certification 
ality, qua quality, of the 
commodities it imports, though. very 
rrvperly, safeguards of their con- 
dition insofar as the latter may 
‘affect public health are very general- 
ly enforced, Since by no stretch of 
imagination can it be supposed that 
Raw Silk ean be a carrier of 
disease, it is difficult to sce what 
useful function the proposed Bureau 
can fill in respect of its examination 
of Silk shipments to foreign coun- 
tries, for it is safe to say that its 
certificates of quality will be 
cutirely valueless in consuming 
markets. We all know the usual 
commercial. tests of the article are 
carried out either by the buying 
fiums or else by recognized trade 
fastitutions which —speeialies in 
this work, All the foreign siik ex- 
port firms in Shanghai have their 
‘own testing departments and silk 
faspectors to. care for this part of 
the business, whilst. the Shanghai 
International Testing House, which 
‘came into being about ten years ago 
and has earned the full confidence of | 
the trade, ia always available for 
independent tests.

CARGO AFIRE 





Str, Trevanion’s Rush: for San 
Franciseo With Big Blaze 


A 7,000 ton cargo of sugar afire 
4 stiff gale with a high running 
while "en route from Cuba 
Shanghai brought some anxious 
moments to those aboard the 
‘Trevanion of the Hain SS. Lin 
‘St. Ives, Cornwall, it was revealed 
when the ship "docked at Ma 
kkenzie's wharf under charter to Mr, 
A; P. Pattison on behalf of he 
‘uen Tai Hung Sugar Company of| 
the Seinen 

‘The blaze which arose from cases 
unknown was in No. 3 hold aft and 
‘was discovered when the ship was 150 
miles off the Californian coast head- 
ing for the mid-Pacifie. Discovery 
came through tho vigilant eye of| 
Capt. J. C. Bate who noticed what 
he believed to be steam issuing from| 
2 ventilator. 

A quick investigation was made! 
‘and the searchers were greeted with 
bursts of smoke which poured from 
the hold as the covers were lifted. 














nian gale Capt, 
Bato lost no time in battening down 
the hatches and running several 
ines of hose into the hold involved. 
Race for San Francisco 

‘The ship was put about for San' 
Prancisco and all-steam was crowded 
on in a dash for safety. Due 
to the heavy rolling of the craft and 
the fury of the gale which showed 
no signs of abating, Capt. Bate wire- 
essed ahead and was forced to con- 
fine his efforts to holding the blaze 
in check. 

The engines of the Trevanion, 
‘nominally capable of eight knots, 
were forced to over ten and the 33 
persons on board laboured feverishly 
to confine the fire to the one hold 
‘where it had originated. Life boats| 
were swung out and the dash for 
San Francisco beeame more thrill- 
ing as smoke was soon carling from 
a dozen places and with the stern 
gradually settling, the wind caught 
the high riding bow with devastat- 
ing effect on the steering. 

‘Third Time in Twenty Years 


Luckily as the coast was neared! 
the weather abated and the first good 
sign the erew came upon was the 
‘ight of the fire-boat David Scanlon 
rushing to meet them. Additional| 

3 were put aboard and Capt.| 
Bate breathed easier as a sister fre- 
boat took up a:position on the op- 
posite side of the stern and the 
‘Trevanion limped through the| 
Golden Gato with the fire smothered 
by the huge quantity of water that 
had been pumped into her stern 
holds. 

Tt was later discovered that. the 
propeller shaft bearings had been 
burned out by the driving of the

pairs had been made the ship cleared 
for Shanghai and made a safe 
arrival here.

Story of a 100-Carat Stone for 
Sale Here Discounted 


Well authenticated gossip in 
Russian circles has it that one of 
the Crown jewels of old Russia is 
now being peddied from shop to 
shop in Shanghai, by Soviet agents, 
but, owing to its great value, no 
purchaser has been found for it. 
One stone alone is valued at 
$500,000, and the entire piece, with- 
out reference to other than its 
intrinsic value, should bring at least 
$1,000,000, were it to be sold com- 
plete. It is stated that the holders. 
of the major stone have offered it 
for as low a figure as $100,000, but 
there have been no takers, 





Mysterious Movements

SHANGHAI LABOUR 
SITUATION 


Employers Mobbed After Con- 
ference at Municipality 


About 250 workers of the Wen 
Kee Silk Weaving Factory, Chapei, 
which has been closed since May 
17, owing to business depression, 
fare demanding resumption of work 
or compensation of $200 each, 

On July 16 representatives 
the employers and employes 
the second hand clothing shops held 
‘a meeting in the building of the 
Municipality of Greater Shanghai, 
for the purpose of settling the 
dispute in that trade, but no de- 
‘cision was reached. On the depar- 
ture of the representatives of em- 
ployers they were assaulted outside 
the building by about 200 strikers, 
three of whom were arrested by the 
Chinese police before order ws 
jestored. 

‘About 170 coolies, attached to 
the P.W.D, ‘Tatung ‘Road Depot 
struck work at 8.60 am. on July 
16 as a protest against the dis- 
missal of 12 of their number be- 
cause of lack of work, but resumed 
unconditionally. 

Forty Pootung water-cart coolies 
held a meeting on Tuesday and 
decided to demand a flat increase 
fof $1.50 per month in their ws 
‘The wages of these coolies ranges 
from $6.50 to $7.50 each per month. 
Fight at Bureau of Public Safety 

‘A farther report concerning the 
mobbing of the second-hand clothing 
employers is as follows 

‘Several ringleaders in a fight 
which occurred on July 16 be- 
tween opposing factions of the 
employees of the various second- 
hhand clothing stores were taken 
into custody by members of the 
Bureau of Public Safety near the 
headquarters of the Municipality of 
Greater Shanghai-and several others 
sere rendered hors de combat by 
flying bricks and stones.

Exchange on Import Po-

Except for the fact that there 
yhas been a drop of about Tis, 5 in 
local yarn, the effect of the politi- 
‘cal situation on the local markets 
hhas been principally confined to 
‘the influence imparted on exchange. 
Generally speaking the seat of 
possible trouble is too remote to 
‘eall for any outstanding fluctuation 
in the course of local business, so 
up to the present interest seems 
to be centred in the possibility of 

higher rate of exchange assist- 
1 merchants who have already 
esrgo upon their hands. On the 
other hand the higher exchange 
has exercised an adverse effect 
‘upon the possibilities of a revival 
‘of the produce business which 
remains very dull. It is worth 
mentioning that the continuance of 
‘the present crisis is likely to de- 
prive Tientsin of the bulk of its 
‘exports which come chiefly from 
Manchuria and Mongolia—fors and’ 
skins, wool, cereals, ete. In view of 
the fact that Vladivostok has an 
‘annoal export of 5,000,000 tons of 
beans, the interest of Russia in 
the ‘seizure of the CEI 
readily understood. 


Piece Goods 


Practically everybody in the 
piece goods trade is watching the

‘This 
monthly information was, upon the 
establishment of the Central Bank

360 salary for the remainder of the 
contract Tis.

‘The defence entered a general 
denial of the claim, further that the 
representative making the contract 
had no authority, therefore no con- 
tract existed, and alleged duress on 
the part of plaintiff. 

Defendant also presented a coun- 
ter claim of Tis. 12,000 alleging 
that by plaintif's action in refusing 
to take out a vessel, that they had 
sustained such loss. 

Tn outlining the case counsel 
brought out that plaintiff, together 
with five other masters of vessels 
belonging to the Yangtze Rapids: 
Steamship Co. (Fed, Ine.), on the 
upper Yangtze run, had been re- 
ceiving prior to March of this year, 
salaries averaging $500 to $600, 
and a bonus for each round trip of 
‘$500, In some cases their monthly 
‘wage ranged from $1,500 to more 
than $2,000, depending on the 
number of round trips made. In 
‘March the company disallowed the 
extra money for nd trip 
‘and trouble in Ichang ensued, the 
masters demanding compensation. 
‘The fleet was tied up for a number 
of days, and finally Mr. H. E. Case, 
assistant general manager in 
Tehang, drafted new contracts which 
were signed. " Later some of the 
eaptains signed second contracts, 

Apology Wanted 

Capt. J, P. P. Anderson, called by 
Mr. Holcomb, in discussing the con- 
tracts, said in brief, “Mr, Case said 
he had a telegram from the office, 
reinstating us. Before that we had 
been dismissed and then we were 
asked to come back. Some of the 
captains conferred, and Capt. F. 
Harris drew up a contract, to whieh 
Mr. Case made no objection, ex- 
cepting the clause regarding’ Tis 
‘50 bonus per trip. ‘The contracts 
were for one year, and I understood 
that Capt. Jolidon signed for only 
{three months, but I learned different- 
ly yesterday. Mr, Case wrote them 
out on the typewriter and we signed 
them that night.” 

‘Questioned further, witness said, 
regarding possible reliefs when they 
did not make trips during this 
trouble, that a captain could not 
leave his vessel until he is relieved. 

‘When witness came to Shanghai, 
Mr. Hoyt told him that the contract.

Always Prepared to Hand Over

"The plans are the outcome of a 
number of rough sketches made by 
the late ¥, C. Lu, the architect of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s mausoleum, Mr.

‘ence that the deaths arising from 
the forced landing were in any way 
attributable to this fact. The Air 
‘Ministry recommends that such in- 
struction should always be given 
in future,

chines which are not designed to 
alight on water, or which do not 
possess such reserve of power as 
will enable them to maintain height 
if one engine fails, should only start

A WAR DIARY 





n spite of the plethora of books 
Which have been written about the 
War, it is still interesting to read 
of its diferent phases, especially 
‘when the writer deals with the parti- 
cular phase with which he is per 
‘sonally aequninted, "One Man's War” 
deals mainly with “The Lafayette 
/Eseadrille”” which was the name 
fadopted for "an "Aviation Corps 
operating under French officers, 
manned by American pilots fying 
French equipment. The original dea 
was to call it “Escadrille Americaine” 
but this was dropped in consequence 
lof the objection by Germans in the 
‘Unived States to the use of the word 
‘Americaine.” The corps got under 

yin April, 1916, though plans for 
its formation had been = formulated 
many months earlier, but the delay 
in its birth was due to. anxiety on 
the part of American diplomats t0 
avoid involving the United States in 
‘what deemed to. them a breach of 
neutrality. There were seven 
Americans, in "The Lafayette 
Eseadrille”" only two of whom sur- 

ved 
Tieut, Bert Hall was one of three 
‘Americans originally in the French 
Flying Corps. How he came to be 
there is narrated in his book. but 
shortly.

Flavour with lemon or orange jul 
‘and when the syrup has well boiled 
for about ten minutes remove it 
from the heat, drop in the washed, 
peeled, and cubed rhubarb, and lot 
it simmer until tender, watching 
carefully to see that it does not 
break.

Beat up the whites of 
‘two eggs, add to them an oungce of 
gelatine, dissolved in.a little water.

When garden rhubarb is plentiful 
it is an excellent ingredient for jams 





Don’t use it alone, as, 
it so watery, but combine it with 
orange or lemon to make marma- 





lade; with figs or dates, prune 
ginger, apricots or strawbe 
make jams and preserves with new 
flavours. The rhubarb flavour should 
predominate. A good mixture is 
rhubarb and sugar, weight for 
‘weight, Glb, of each to 2Ib. of what- 
fever other fruit is selected. An 
ounce or tw of chopped bitter and 
sweet almonds make a still greater 
improvement in most  rhubarbe 
flavoured jams. 








Chutney 

Spiced rhubarb is an excellent 
chutney. Simmer about ten cups of 
iced rhabarb in a pint of vinegar 
until tender. Put to it, when hot, 
Alb. of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
‘innamon, one each of ginger and 
mixed spice, a little salt, a teaspoon 
ful of cloves, a couple of small, of 
fone large, onions finely chopped. 
Cook slowly until it is of the eon- 
tency, of marmalade. Pot when
